Sweeping Arraignment of e- 
fendant Companies Con- 
lained in Petition 


GOVERNMENT CHARGES 
GIGANTIC CONSPIRACY 


Alleged That Refining Com- 
panies Have Long Been En- 
gaged in Unlawful Combina- 
tion to Monopolize Trade. 
Charged That Refineries Ob- 
tained Unfair Advantage. 


New York, November 28.—The fed- 
eral government today began one of 
its most important actions against 
great corporations, which are said to 
have violated the Sherman anti-trust 
law. Henry A. Wise, United States 
district attorney, filed in the United 
States district court for the southern 
district of New York a petition asking 
for the’ dissolution of the American 
Sugar Refining Company and twenty- 
nine other corporations, which com- 
pose the so-called sugar trust. The pe- 
tition charges an illegal combination 
in restraint of trade, and asks from 
the court relief in whatever form may 
be necessary including a receivership 
if deemed advisable. 

Charged That Combine Grinds 
; petitors. 

The thirty companies composing the 
sugar combine have an aggregate cap- 
italization of $230,000,000, and control 
a large percentage of the output of 
sugar in this country. The combine is 
able, the government alleges, to fix 
prices arbitrarily. The petition charges 
that for years the companies have vio- 
lated the law and have oppressed com- 
petitors and ground them out of ex- 
istence. Railroad rebates and customs 
frauds are mentioned as devices which 
were employed to raise the combine to 
the commanding position which it oc- 
cupies today. 

The present suit, which, it is esti- 
mated, will be in the courts for two 
years before a final adjudication is 
reached, is the result of many weeks 
of preparation. District Attorney Wise 
made his investigations under the di- 
rection of Attorney General Wicker- 
sham, and = spent several days in 
Washington last week in conferring 
with the* attorney general on the final 
plans. 

Suit Ranks With Standard Oil Case. 

The suit is expected to rank in im- 
portance with those of the government 
against thé Standard Oil Company and 
the American Tobacco Company, which 
are now pending in the supreme court. 

Opposed to the government in the 
struggle will be some of the most able

corporation lawyers of the country. 
James M. Beck, former assistant 
United States attorney general and 
now counsel for the American Suear! 
Refining Company, will lead the at- 
tack on the government's position. 

The government's petition is a 
lengthy one, 221 prinred 
pages, and is a sweeping arraignment 
of the defendant companies. 

One of the allegations is that the 
late W. O. Havemeyer. of New York, 
long head of the sugar combine, re- 
ceived $10,000,000 common stock cf the 
National Sugar Refining Company of 
New Jersey, as a gift, at the time the 
corporation was formed, to take into 
the combine four independent eon- 
cerns. 

Uniawful Combination Charged. 

The government also alleges that 
when the American company took over 
four Philadelphia companies, including 
the Spreckles Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, Mr. Havemeyer and his bother, 
Theodore Havemeyer, bought 45 per 
cent of the stock of the Spieckles 
company and then sold it at a large 
profit to the American company, of 
which both were directors. 

In general, the petition charges that 
the defendants, “for some time past, 
have been and are now engaged in an 
unlawful combination and conspiracy 
to restrain the trade and c: merce 
among and between the several states 
and territories of the United States 
and with foreign nations in raw sugar, 
Sugar beets, refined sugar, molasses 
syrups and other by-poducts of raw 
sugar and sugar beets, and to monopo- 
lize the same.” Such unlawful combi- 
nation and conspiracy is the ‘result 
and outgrowth of a series of wrong. u!

Unless Those on Edge- 
wood Ave. Are Closed. 


So Major Guinn and Other In- 
man Park Citizens Informed 
Police Committee of Council. 
Citizens Make It Plain’ They 
Mean Business 


“If the negro beer saloons and pool 
rooms are not removed from Edgewood 
avenue the prohibition issue will be 
injected into the next city campaign 
and the good people of Atlanta will 
elect a council which will wipe every 
beer saloon from the city.” 

This was one of the many interest- 
ing statements made at the hearing 
before the police committee of council 
yesterday afternoon when a petition 
from Inman Park citizens for the re- 
moval of near beer saloons from Edge- 
wood avenue was under consideration. 

This statement was made by Major 
R. J. Guinn, who closed the argument, 
and his remarks were warmly  ap- 
plauded by a large number of Atlan- 
ta’s most representative citizens. 

The removal of the negro beer sa- 
loons from Edgewood avenue has be- 
come the most vital matter now before 
the general council. The residents of 
Inman Park, who include many of At- 
lanta’s best citizens, are thoroughly 
aroused, and the feeling has become 
intense. 

The Saloons Complained Of. 

There are three negro beer saloons 
at the intersection of Edgewood ave- 
nue and Butler street and another 
near by. Objection is made by some 
to the white as well as the negro sa- 
loons, but the chief fight at present 
is against the negro saloons. Some 
of the petitioners are willing to allow 
white saloons on Edgewood avenue as 
far out as Piedmont avenue. 

It is claimed that there are no negro 
saloons on Whitehall street, Peachtree 
street, Pryor street, Washington street 
and Capitol avenue, which, like Edge- 
wood avenue, are main thoroughfares 
leading to the center of the city from 
residence sections. The Inman Park 
citizens to a man claim that the ne- 
gro saloons on Edgewood avenue are 
a public nuisance and create a menace 
to the young girls, women and other 
people who must reach the city by that 
street alone. 

It is set up by the Inman Park pe- 
titioners that while the saloon li- 
censes are issued for a year, from July 
to July, the city council has the right 
to revoke such licenses on the first 
of the year, and they ask that the sa- 
loons be closed on the first of next 
January. 


Near Beer Dealers Interested. 


As the public declaration has been 
made that a general fight will be 
made against all near beer saloons in

city. 

At Monday afternoon's hearing, all 
the Inman Park citizens sat cn the 
north side of the council chamber, and 
the near beer men on the left. There 
were present several prominent ne- 
groes, who were in sympathy with the 
Inman Park people. 

The hearing opened with a speéch 
by Hon. Luther Z. Rosser,-who spoke 
for pgearly an hour. He took the po- 
sition that the whole matter was based 
on racial prejudice. He said that the 
citizens of Inman Park would object to 
negro schools, negro churches and ne- 
gro homes on Edgewood avenue, as 
well as negro saloons. He said the 
city’s policy was to allow near beer 
saloons to run, and that there must be 
saioons for the negrwes. He asked 
where these saloons must go, and said 
that Edgewood avenue should take 
care of its share of them. 

“They talk about the saloons being 
a menace to safety,” said Mr. Rosser. 
“The negro criminals do rot commit 
crimes on business gtreets under elec- 
tric lights and where there are polic 
men,”’ : 

Fifteen Thousand Behind Movement. 

This finished the argume for the 
saloons, and the first speaker for the 
Inman Park people was V. H. Krieg- 
shaber, who said that 15,000 property 
owners were behind the movement to 
abolish the negro saloons on Edge- 
wood avenue. He said the pecple for 
whom he spoke were the best friends 
the negroes had in Atlanta, and it was 
for their good that the negrb saloons 
were to be closed. He denied that 
there was any racial prejudice. 

“We have a civic and a moral right 
to protest,” he said, “and we do not 
come here with any demand. The good 
negroes of the city had the saloons re- 
moved from Auburn avenut, and they 
did right. The city has established a 
near beer limit, and all we ask is that 
Edgewood avenue be declared not in 
that zone. Edgewood avenue is not a 
negrw street. It is just like Peachtree, 
Whitehall and Pryor streets,” 

Aré Friends of the Negro.

Proclamation of Dissolution 
Summons New Parliament to 
Assemble January 31---In Ire- 
land Struggle Grows More 
Bitter Every Day. 


London, November 28.—With the 
dissolution of parliament today, all 
formalities preliminary to the election 
of a new parliament were completed. 
The proclamation of dissolution sum- 
moned the new parliament to assemble 
on January 31, 1911. Among the first 
of its members to be elected, unop- 
posed, will be Arthur J. Balfour, the 
opposition leader, the liberals having 
decided not to contest his seat for the 
city of London. On the stock ex- 
change, where regular dealings have 
been instituted in bets on the election, 
the feeling today seemed to anticipate 
a reduction in the liberal majority. 

In Ireland the struggle is growing 
more bitter every day. A meeting of 
pdliegates representing every Ulster 
constituency was held in Belfast to- 
day, at which a resolution was adopt- 
ed on a motion of a Presbyterian min- 
ister to draw up @ solemn declaration 
refusing to pay rates or taxes imposed 
by a Dublin parliament to obey its de- 
crees, while $50.000 was subscribed on 
the spot to organize the Ulster men 
into regiments and purchase arms. 

Unionist Demonstration. 

At night a monster unionist demon- 
stration was held at Ulster hall, Bel- 
fast, an overflow meeting of 20.000 per- 
sons being held in the open air. Both 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm. 

Lord Londonderry declared that 
American dollars enabled John Red- 
mond to hold Asqffuith in the hollow 
of his hand. If a home-rule parlia- 
ment were established, he _ said, it 
might be found that Ulster would ut- 
terly decline obedience to the law. 

Sir Edward Carson, formerly solic- 
itor general, and conservative mem- 
ber of parliament for Dublin univers!- 
ty, said they never would consent to 
their country being sold for American 
dollars. Walter Hume Long, unionist 
member of parliament for Strand spoke 
in the same strain, and other speak- 
ers advocated stern resistance to the 
law if home rule was forced upon Ul- 
ster. 

Suffrnagettes Create Disturbances. 

The first independent woman suf- 
frage candidate is announced in the 
person of an advocate, William Mirr- 
loos, who will contest a division of 
Glasgow. The socialist party has de- 
cided to run a third candidate in Baf- 
tersea, thus seriously endangering 
John Burns’ chance for re-election. 

Suffragists created serious disturb- 
ances at a meeting at Lambeth tonight 
at which Winston Spencer Churchill 
was speaking. After several men had 
been thrown out, Mr. Churchill strong- 
‘iy denounced the suffragist tactics and 
said: 

“fT am told that individuals are to be 
singled out for violence. If that is 
the r language, there is only one an- 
swer, and that is ‘come on.”

Cold Wave on WayFrom, 
Northwest. 


Mercury Drops Steadily From 
56 on Monday Morning to 35 
Early Tuesday Morning. 
25 Degrees Predicted for To 
night. 


Dig up your overcoats, your ear- 


muffs and your furs. 

There's a cold wave sweeping 
from the northwest and the first real 
blasts of winter will rip around the 
corners of the skyscrapers today, nip 
the ears and noses of pedestrians and 
otherwise cut up as only real blasts 
of winter can. 

From its elevated station of 56 de- 
grees at 7 o'clock yesterday morning, 
the mercury steadily dropped down 
during the day to 42 degrees at 3 
o'clock, and kept on settling toward 
the bottom of the tube until it reached 
85 degrees early Tuesday morning. 

But that is not aW—not by several 
degrees. 

Weather Forecaster von Herrmann 
figures that the temperature Tuesday 
evening will be as low as 25 degrees, 
which is considerably below the freez- 
ing point, and will give this city the 
first real taste of winter that it has 
had this season. 

And Wednesday will be no better. 
The weather man states that the tem- 
perature Wednesday will be in the 
neighborhood of 25 or 30 degrees.

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PHYSICAL VALUATION 
FIRST STEP TOWARD 
REGULATION OFRATES

Washington, November 28.—*The in- | 


terstate commerce cunsmission believes 
that a physical valuation of, the rait- 
road properties of the United States is 
the first step toward adequate regula- 
tion of rates; and I belleve the same 
principle applies to the establishment 
of a basis for the control of stock and 
bond issues,” said Judson C. Clements, 
of the interstate commerce commission, 
at the first public meeting of the rali- 
way securities commission. 

The committee appointed by Pres!- 
dent Taft under authority of the rail- 
road law passed bv the late congress 
began hearings today, at which mem- 
bers of the interstate commerce com- 
mittee and state commissioners from 
Massachusetts and other states will 
present their views of federal control 
of the issuance of railroad securities. 
President Arthur T. Hadley, of Yale 
university, presided at the hearing. 
Regulation of Securities Necessary. 

“We have not agreed upon a remedy 
for the present situation regarding 
stock and bond issues,” said Commis- 
sioner Clements. “If we had solved 
the problem there would be no need 
for the appointment of a commission 
such as this one. There is no dissent- 
ing voice on the Interstate commerce 
commission, however, to the propo- 
sition that regulation and control of 
securities is neeessary.”’ 

Commissioner Clements said he had 
opposed the measure introduced in the 
last congress to regulate the issu- 
ance of securities because he did not 
believe it embodied all the features 
such a law should have. He objected 
to the provision that no new road 
should be allowed to sell its stocks 
and bonds below par. Some new roads 
had to do this, he said, in order to ob- 
tain funds for construction work. 

Mr. Clements said he believed the 
body having contro! of railroad securi- 
ties should be authorized to allow the 
issuance of such securities at less 
than par where the cases justified such 
action, but that a.limit should be

Relief in Federat Courts from 
Alleged Nuisance Denied 
~ Capitalists 


COMPLAINANTS MAY FIAD 
- REMEDY IN OTHER COURTS 


Fighting as Individuals for In- 
junction, J. Harvey Ladew 
and Associates Lose Their 
Case---These Capitalists Al- 
leged Damage by Sulphurous 
Fumes to Timber Lands. 


Washington, November 28.—By af- 

firming the decision of the lower court, 
the supreme court of the United States 
today denied J, Harvey Ladew and 
‘other capitalists of New York and 
West Virginia, relief in federal courts 
from the alleged nuisance caused by 
the operations of the gmelters of the 
Tennessee Copper Company in Tennes- 
see, 
. Ladew and his associates own large 
timber interests, aggregating in all 
2,400 acres. [In Fannin, Gilmer and 
Pickens counties, Georgia. 

Just across the line in Tennessee are 
the smelters of the Tennessee Copper 
Company and other companies, the sul- 
phurous fumes from which, it is claim- 
ed, have been ruining the timber be- 
longing to Ladew and his associates in 
Georgia. 

Ladew Fought for Injunction. 

Several years ago the state of Geor- 
gia began proceedings to stop the al- 
leged destruction. The first step taken 
by Georgia resulted in an announce- 
ment from the supreme court of the 
United States that it would issue an 
injunction upon the request of the 
state for the abatement of the alleged 
nuisance. This application was ‘not 
made and Ladew 4nd his associates 
began the fight as individuals for an 
injunction.

The sermon of Rey. John E. White, pastor of the Second Bap- 
tist church, Sunday night, upon law enforcement and against 
“pistol-toting” must exert a wide and lasting influence. ; 

The Constitution has often had occasion to commend eminent 
lawyers and jurists for their incisive attacks upon the evils of slack 
law enforcement. But it is to be doubted if any of them have stated 


the case more directly or effectively than did this prominent preach- | 


er from his pulpit. 


Dr. White analyzed the statistics and facts that indict America |

as being the most “murderous nation in the world,” and further | 
showed that the record of last year gives Georgia a larger aggre- 


gate of homicides than Virginia and North Carolina combined. 


Declaring, justly, that the authorities must be more scrupulous | 


in the enforcement of the law, generally, Dr. White proceeded to 
the following straightforward expression regarding the “pistol- 


toter :” 
The editors of our papers have inveighed against the pistol habit appar- 


ently to little effect. It amounts to nothing that the majority of people do) 


not carry “guns” on their person. The majority has the right to demand that 
the minority shall not walk about with potential manslaughter in their hip 
pockets. Let us speak above a whisper about this thing. Let every gvod citi- 
zen stand up and say for the benefit of thoughtless and adventurous yout 
what he thinks of the fellow who doesn't feel well dressed or equipped for his 
jaunt without his handy gun. Tell him plainly that it is moral and physical 
cowardice. Tell him that thugs and villains have about got a monopoly on 
that sort of thing: that brave men are not afraid of anybody, and, above all, 
that the willingness to shoot somebody is indecent and vulgarly vile, and 
doesn’t advertise any man as a gentleman. 


As The Constitution has often pointed out, we shall soon have, 


a remedy for-these conditions if public sentiment makes the proper 
demand upon our legislatures. The pistol-toting habit, as well as 
the dispiriting disparity between the murder rate and the sum-total 
of legal executions, are largely maintained by antiquated judicial 
procedure, the rule of technicality, or public indifference. 

Upon the latter count, indications are encouraging. It has been 
an ordinary thing of recent years for bar associations and individual 
lawyers to speak out against lawlessness and its cure. But the 
recent Georgia Baptist convention at Elberton gave hope from an- 
other direction in its demand for the inauguration of a new regime. 

A similar trend throughout other organizations and especially 
the press of the state, bears witness to a universal awakening. 

And that is all that is needed to bring relief. For if, after pub- 
lic opinion has manifested itself, relief should still be denied, it may 
Le depended upon that the people will take the issue to the polls 
with such emphasis as will insure readjustment from top to bottom.

CHARGED TO YOUNG BOY 


On the charge of having signed a re- 
ceipt in somebody else's name for a 
16-cent box lunch, Marion Mitchell, a 
16-year-old white boy, who was indict- 
ed by the grand jury on the crimina! 
charge of forgery, was arraigned yes- 
terday before Judge L. 8S. Roan in the 
superior criminal court. 

H. B. Layton is the prosecutor in the 
case, and he alleges that a box lunch 
was given to the boy for delivery t® a 
customer at the Western Union tele- 
graph office, where it was customary 
for the person ordering to sign a re- 


ceipt which was presented to the office.

Education Board Will 


Ask Council for Money. | 


Attention of Board Is Called to 
Fact That Atlanta Pays 
School Principals as Low as 
$1,000, While Cornelia Pays 
$1,800. 


A delegation which appeared before 
the board of education ‘yesterday to 
request an increase Of salaries for 
principals in the city schools was fa- 
vorably received, and was assured that 
the board would request council to 
grant the desired raise. 

S. A. Merchant called attention to 
the fact that Atlanta was paying only 
$1,000 to some of its principals, while 
fhe little town of Cornelia payed $1,800. 
Miss Aurelia Roach, Miss Annie Roddy 
and Mrs. D. K. Davis all stated that 
they thought the present salaries in- 
adequate, and that if an increase were 
granted the city would receive benefits 
commensurate with the added expense. 

The delegation, therefore, petition- 
ed the board to grant to the city prin- 
cipals a raise of 20 per cent, with an 
additional $50 for each year above 
three years in the service, until the 
maximum of $1,600 was reached, and 
that $25 additional be given to prin- 
cipals for every grade above eight 
grades, with a yearly increase of $690 
from the minimum of $1,200 to the 
maximum of $1,600. 

Miss Nettie Sergeant, principal of the 
Girls’ High school, requests larger ac- 
commodations for the commercial de- 
partment. She also asked for an in- 
crease in salaries for the entire force 
at the Girls' High school.

NO CRITICISM INTENDED 
OF CHAMBER COMMERCE 


E. L. Worsham and Thomas 
, Hudson Explain Boll 


Weevil Remarks. 


No criticism of the Atlanta Chamber

E. L. Worsham, state entomologist, on 
yesterday. 

This statement, and the assurance 
that the interest of the Atlanta trads 
body was very welcome in urging a4 
crusade of such importance to the 
State, was conveyed also in a telegram 
received from Hon. Thomas G. Hudson, 
commissioner of egriculture of Geor- 
gia, who is now in Chicago. 

Statement of Mr. Worsham. 

The statement of Mr. Worsham fo!l- 

lows: 
: “The statements made by the men 
in charge of the various state agen- 
cies that are working in behalf of the 
agricultural interests of the state as 
cvrried in Atlanta afternoon papers 
Saturday, should not be co.strued as 
criticism ageinst the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commeree. These men have no 
criticjam whatever to make against the 
chamber for the manner in which they 
were treated at the recent boll weevil 
conference. They have the interesis 
of the entire state at heart and ha e 
been making careful study of the boli 
weevil situation for a number of years. 
The criticism was aimed at the plana 
suggested for handling the boll wee- 
vil problem in Georgia. If thig cor- 
ference was not a success it cannot 
be attributed to the Atlanta Chamoer 
of Commerce which has the interests 
of the entire state so much at heart. 

“All agitation of a problem of this 
kind dces good. There were several 
features of the conference which did 
rot meet the approval of the headg of 
the state agencies who have devoted 
Oo much careful study to the boll 
weevil problem, and what it will mean 
to Georgia. We felt that if the plan 
which was suggested had been car- 
rieqd ort, it veuld :;ot have resulted 
in the greatest good to the*men 14 
whose interests such conferences are 
reld. But this is a very small maticr 
There are many other important prob- 
iems besides the boll weevil which 
must be solved for Georgia, and time 
ise too valuable to be wasted in wwe 
discussion of such trivial matters as 
the plans proposed at the secret con- 
ference of the recent bill weevil con- 
ference.

Pacific and Reading. 


New York, November 28.—A number 
of factors combined to cause the acute 
weakness of stocks today, some posi- 
some merely passive. The 
most significant fact in the day's 
greatly expanded dealings, however, 
was that United Statés Steel, Union 
Pacific and Reading held to the full 
the overwhelming preponderance of 
activity over the whole market com- 
bined, which have characterized these 
stocks for weeks on end. Thi: fact 
offered convincing evidence that re- 
versal of position by the small group 
of wealthy speculators and bankers 
who have practically carried the whole 
of recent markets was in progress. 

The fact which seems to have most 
influence on this action by the lead- 
ing speculative forces was the inter- 
view sent from St. Paul yesterday 
with Chairman James Jd. Hill, 
of the Great Northern railway. The 
picture painted by the great railroad 
builder and organizer was a gloomy 
one of unemployment for large num- 
bers of men and a halt in profitable 
activities throughout next year as a 
perralty for the world’s past extrava- 
gances. That the views of Mr. Hill 
were influenced by conditions particu- 
lar to the locality traversed by the 
railway system with which he is 
identified was suggested, but without 
impairing the effect of his robust as- 
sertions. 

The lightness of the spring wheat 
crop, the present bad effect on rail- 
road earnings in that locality and the 
huge capitai expansion by those rail- 
roads which preceded the depression 
of 1907 were amongst the conditions 
pointed out as particular to that re- 

ion. An effective and timely supple- 
ment to Mr. Hill’s interview in forcing 
the decline in prices was the tone of 
advices from the iron and stee) trade. 
Mr. Hill’s specifications of diminished 
requirements on his own system for 
material were taken as fairly typical 
of general conditions. 

The disappointing action of Lehigh 
Valley on its introduction to the New 
York Stock Exchange was a more pas- 
sive influence on the day’s weakness, 
but not less effective on that account. 
This stock, of par value of $50, having

Four Must 
Serve Terms Fixed by 
Court. 


Alabamians 


Washington, November 28.—Cases 
arising from nearly all sections of the 
United States were passed upon in 
some twenty-five decisions announced 
by the supreme court of the United 
States. The justices had spent much 
of the time during the Thanksgiving 
recess preparing opinions to be deliv- 
ered today. 

One of the decisions ha dthe effect of 
sending to prison four Alabama men 
for alleged peonage practices. 

Others held that the court could not 
review the power of a legislature to 
“gerrymander"” a state for congres- 
Sional purposes, because the question 
had been raised in connection with the 
election of 1908, long since passed; 
and that a state may regulate liability 
for non-delivery of messages in inter- 
state commerce so long as congress 
does not regulate it. 

Sentences of imprisonment imposed 
upox, W. 8S. Harlan, Robert Gallagher, 
C. C. Hillon and S. E. Huggins,.of Ala- 
bama, on peonage conspiracy charges, 
were allowed to stand as legal. These 
were the first convictions under the 
recent crusade of the federal govern- 
ment against peonage. 

W. S. Harlan, general manager of 
the Jackson Lumber Company, with 
mills near Lockhart, Ala., was arrest- 
ed in 1906, together with C. C. Til- 
ton and 8S. E. Huggins, employed at 
the mills, on a charge of conspiracy 
to commit the statutory offense of 
“peonage.” They were accused specin-

Government's Petition. 

The government petitions the court 
to decree: That the defendants have 
been engaged in unlawful combination 
and conspiracy to restrain and monop- 
olize trade; that the American Sugar 
Refining Company, the National Sugar 
Refining Company of New Jersey, and 
the Western Sugar Refining Company 
is each in itself an unlawful combi- 
nation in restraint of trade; that the 
shares of the capital stock of each 
defendant corporation heretofore ac- 
quired by any other corporate defend- 
ant were unlawfully acquired, and 
that each holder be enjoined from con- 
tinuing to hold such shares; that the 
shares of capital stock in the National 
Sugar Refining Company, Utah-Idaho 
Sugar Company, Great Western Sugar 
Company and Continental Sugar Com- 
pany, formerly held by the late H. O. 
Havemeyer were unlawfully acquired 
by him: that the defendants’ be 
enjoined from continuing to carry out

One of the features of the govern- 
ment’s lengthy petition is the charge 
that the American Sugar Refining 
Company has obtained unfair advan- 
tages over competitors by obtaining 
money on imports by customs frauds, 
as was brought out in the govern- 
ment’s recent sults; by receiving re- 
bates frcem railroads and by working 
with wholesale grocers’ 
throughout the country 


| and keeping up the price of sugar.

James H. Beck, general counsel of 
the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, made this statement with refer- 
ence to the government's suit against 
the company: 

Counsel Denies That Monopoly Exists. 


“The company’s reply to the various 
charges will be seen when its formal 
answer is filed in court. For the pres- 
ent, it is sufficient to remind the pub- 
lic and the company’s stockholders 
that the supreme court has already 
declined, in a similar proceeding by 
the government, to hold that this ccm- 
pany was an illegal monopoly under 
the Sherman law, and the court has 
deprecated ‘the challenging of uw Jjus- 
tice of their well-considered and sol- 
emn judgments.’ 

“The company has no monopoly in 
the sugar industry; it produces no raw 
sugar, and does not and cannot con- 
trol the price of the raw material; it 
has not agreements, direct or implied, 
with other sugar companies, and is 
subject daily to competition of the 
keenest character; it has, including its 
beet sugar interests, about 61 per cent 
of the country’s sugar trade, and it re- 
quires a liberal stretch of the imgai- 
nation to call this a monopoly. 

“It loes not seek to stifle compsti- 
tion or oppress the consumer by ad- 
vancing the cost of a necessity of life. 

“Its refinery profit last year aver- 
aged less than one-sixth of a cent per 
pound. During the last decade, when 
the prices of nearly every necessity of 
life has materially advanced, and when 
the cost of this company’s labor and 
supplies have very largely increp ted, 
it has continued to sell sugar at a 
lower margin of profit than formerly. 
Insl870 the price of granulated sugar 
in New York was 138% cents a pound; 
in 1880. 9.8; in 1890. 5.32: in 1909. 4.76. 


“Trust Not Altogether Bad.” 

“A so-called ‘trust’ cannot be al- 
together ‘bad’ when its prices form so 
striking an exception to the general 
movement of commodity prices. 

“These facts are mentioned because 
the officials of this company, while 
having confidence as to the outcome 
of the litigation fear that some of 
their stockholders may be led by the 
present proceeding into parting with 
their shares at a sacrifice. 

“The company has over 100,000 
stockholders, many of whom are fidu- 
ciaries and nearly one-half of whom 
are women. 

“If it appear when the supreme court 
interprets the Sherman law in the 
Tobacco and Standard Oil cases, that 
the sugar company is in any respect 
violating the Sherman law, steps will 
immediately and voluntarily be taken 
to comply with the law as thus inter- 
preted. This would be done if the 
present proceedings had never been 
Legun. The officials of the govern- 
ment are not more anxious to enforce 
the law than the management of this 
company is to obey it. 

‘It is unfortunate that business men 
cannot conduct a legitimate business 
enterprise without subjecting them- 
selves to proceedings under a highly 
technical statute, about the meaning 
of which the courts do not agree and 
about the wisdom of which most 
thoughtful men ef all classes are in 
serious doubt.”

leged devastating crops, vegetation 
and foliage. This started an action 
against the company by the state, the 
case being finally carried to the su- 
preme court. It was ruled that the 
State would have to take its own in- 
itiative in the matter and as govereign 
authority, could, through its attorney 
general, bring suit against the com- 
pany. The state insisted in the matter, 
and practically ordered the Tennessee 
Copper Company to control the sul- 
phurous fumes and prevent the dev- 
astation of vegetation. 

The copper company then installed 
smelters, doing away with the open- 
heap process. It was found that the 
fumeés still persisted, and a smoke- 
stack 375 feet high was built. Although 
this eliminated the nuisance to some 
extent, it did not do away with it al- 
together... So, in May, 1907, the com- 
pany began the construction of a 
plant to turn the sulphur fumes into 
sulphuric acid. 

In establishing this plant, the com- 
pany has spent approximately $1,000,- 
000. Huge conduits and reservoirs 
have been built for the reception of 
the fumes, where by means of certain 
chemical” processes they are changed 
into acid. 

Attorney General John Hart con- 
ducted negotiations for the state, and 
received assurances which satisfied 
him that the copper company was sin- 
cere in its endeavors to put an end to 
the nuisance and was meeting with 
success.
